ThE IhtthET LEeLIEi’E UFOs 1 art I 
by Kir il Terziev* 

(This aetaileu account of theories from the Biblical passages of 
uzekiei will he produced in three parts in consecutive issues of 
Awareness. Editing of -the text has been necessary in some parts. 
-Ed) . 

'the i 1 opnets Ezekiel's Sightings 

Ezekiel’s account of sightings are introduced with the phrase 
("the hand of the Lord was upon hie") or, according;, to the New 
English Bible (NEB) "the hand of the Lord came upon me" (1:0; 3:22; 
t>: 1 ; 37:1; 40:1) 

The First sighting , took place "in the fifth day. of the month, 
which was the fifth year of King Jehoiachin's captivity (1:2) (June 
-July 3S3 B.C. 1 ) when Ezekiel V vas among the captives by the river 
of Chebar. 

The Second sighting is mentioned in 3:22 and occurred-"into the 
plain" (3:23) 

Che Vhird sightin;, occurred "in the fifth day of the sixth month 
in the sixth year" (August - September 392 B.O.2) as Ezekiel sat in 
his 'house-.and the eiders of Judah sat before .him (8:1) 

The Fourth sighting is mentioned in 37:1 

The Fifth sighting took place in "the five ano twentieth year" of 
the Israelite captivity, "in the beginning ol'. the year, in the. 
tenth ciay of the month, in tne fourteenth day after that the. city' 
".Jerusalem" was smitten, in self-same day" (40:1) 

The reports on the last two sightings are not clear, and seem 
opolipticai visions of no interest for us. 

The.real flying objects in the first three sightings and their 
ochavicur, in Ezekiel’s book are cor pared with artistic things or 
forms, models and figures from Ezekiel's time: with the figures on 
statuettes or reliefs of the Babylonian i.e. Mesopotamian art 2 
(l. eso r otamian 0 elements of comparison).. The comparative elements 
are described as if capable cf motion and as if they are living be¬ 
ings. At the same time the descriptions.of the real flying objects 
are mixed with the comparative elements. No count we have no.longer 
at car disposal tne original text, as it had many changes throughout 
history 4 .

I hc-phet Ezekiel describes two types of UFOs. In the first type 
ne oescribes one flying object, presumably big in size and spheri¬ 
cal or Spheroidal in shape. In tne second type tnere are four 
circular i.e. discoidal UFOs, named wheels, and presumably small in 
s izc.

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Light Produced By The Ezekiel* s UFOs The UFOs from the past ana 
those reportea today are the same flying objects - they acted on 
the same principles, thus they both produce the same effects, 
ihe two types of UFOs described by Ezekiel, arc identical, with 
some types of UFOs in mouern reports. The Ezekiel descriptions 
as well as many others from the past together with descriptions 
from modern reports, contain enough elements reconstruct them, 
or at least to shew their physical nature. 

As the big spherical UFO, described by Ezekiel, creates a 
whirlwino, and this is a feature of many UFOs frun the past and 
recent reports,5 one could conclude that the propulsion system 
causes the aerial particles from, the atmosphere to enter the UFO 
through a central opening in the betcom ant to discharge through 
openings u which are on the circular periphery in a uewnward 
direction (Fig. 1). The second conclusion that the airflows escape 
through the edges of the UFO, is bused upon the description of a 
luminous mass around the ’'Coins'* ("waist**) of the Ezekiels 
spherical UFO. 

As the four small discoidal UFOs are described with ''eyes'* 

"ana the rims of the wheels were full of eyes all round" (1:19), 
"the.wheels were full of eyes all rouna the four of.them" (10:12), 
and coulo be compared, .as we snail see, with UFOs that have 
luminous "horns", tr.ey have their entry openings "A" on the bottom 
and the upper surface together (Fig 2). They consist of several 
openings A -placed round the centre in the bottom and the upper 
structure. The escape openings E are again, as always, at the 
periphery. 

The motion ol the areiai particles toward the entry openings is 
caused by tike propulsion system. This means that the UFO is acted 
upon by a force FI which, in accordance with tne Third Newton* s lav, 
is in equilibrium with another force F2 acting, because the 
particles change their direction as the} enter the UFC (see Fig 1 
and 2). The ability to lift is a reaction force to the airjets 
flowing downwards from the periphery openings L>. It is in 
equilibrium with the weight of the UFO when it is hovering in a 
horizontal position. 

Since the aerial particles collide with the walls of the canals 
through which they flow in the propulsion system, they lose a part 
of tneir kinetic energy. If tne speeds of the aerial particles 
are high enough, the openings through which they enter tne propul¬ 
sion system at A in fig 1 and '6 (see also Fig 4) or the openings 
through which they escape, or the first ana the others simultan¬ 
eously will glow red or white hot (A and b in Fig 2, see also Fig 
IE). 

The luminous effects depend upon the s^eeti of the. aerial 
particles and the latter upon tne weight of the UFC (when the UFC 
has a heavier weight, it needs a greater lift-force) and upon the 
area of the entry and escape openings. If the area of the entry 
openings is equal to tike total area of escape openings, the speeds 
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ol the aerial particj.es when tuey tiller tne propwii^AOii' ; oyjar!3Cjt.i.'••fcthh 
when they escape are; equal, ano the iur;;inous effects at both - 
evenings will be the. sa.ee-. The glowing effects, at the entry arte 
exit joints will not be ’the .same if tne area of the entry Openings 
is not equal'to tne total area of the escape openings. If the 
area of the entry openings is ,greater than the..total area of the 
escape •peningsj the speeds .of tiie -aerial particles are greater 1 in 
the latter, anti tne red or white hot glowing will he more intens¬ 
ive in the periphery openings. If trie area of "tne escape openings 
is 0 reater, then the g'iow will he <. ore intensive in the central 
Opening(s). , 

If.the aerial particles in the>propulsion have extremely high 
speeds (hypersonic, over lO-ldr-i), the atoms of those particles’- 
Wji.il he excited and/or ionized because of colliding among them¬ 
selves .and. we 'will have characteristic- light effects, in such a 
case there will be a glow not only at the Openings through which 
the air- enters or escapes the propulsion syster. , hut the Space in 
which therp. are excited, -atoms or ions, i.e. the space in which the 
excited atoms coiaC hack in stable-state - tnespace in which they 
recombine. The glowing will be in colour anu ; the colour will 
degeria on the wavelength of the emitted light. In, such a way, out 
of the UFO wd will have luminous masses touching its openings: we 
will have a 1 luminous .cylinder or a cut cone whose upper base is' 
the periphery of the UF,Q (escaping luminous mass) ana one or more 
columns or strings touching the entry openings (entry luminosity). 

The height of the luminous cylinder or cut cone, ano the 
heights of the ''luminous columns, ns well as their intensity and 
colour depone UpOn tne speeds of tne aerial particxes i.e. Upon 
the weight of tiie UFO and tiie area of the entry ana escapf 
Openings. when tne speeds of tne airflows are greater, the 
intensity of tne light of the luminous masses and their heights 
are greater. 

we v-ill in snort explain tne mechanism of collision excitement. 

-hen the aerial particles have 5 very nigh, speeds the kinetic 
energy of their molecules can be greater than the energy of tne 
connections between the atoms inslee those molecules. Therefore 
when colliding, tiie molecule can separate into atoms (oissasso- 
ciation). *<hen tne molecular connection is broken the breaking 
force is now on toe atomic connections i.e. on the connections 
between the electrons ana the positive nucleus of tne atom. At 
first it will occur \;vith the electrons in the most high orbits, 
with the so called valent electrons l A part of tiie kinetic energy 
of the collided atoms ,passes on the valent, because those electrons 
are in outermost orbits. •, In such an excited state tne atom can 
exist a very short time-only suae millionth parts of a second. 

T'nen the exciteu electrons return to their previous orbits, and 
the energy, which they obtained,- releases in theform of a 
quantum of electromagnetic energy With' determined, -wavelength . 
depending or. the’ value of , the vvavolength ,' this energy-dan do a 
quantum of infrnrdq, .visible anu invisabie ii, ht . In such a way, 








the air starts to giow. It omits light with determined wave¬ 
length which defends upon the structure of the orbits of the 
excited a torts, i.e. upon the degree of excitement. 
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If when the atoms collide the electrons break off, we have 
ionization of the air. bhen recombining it is emitting energy 
which may appear as light. here we will mention tnat the flow¬ 
ing of aerions represent an electric current to which is 
associated a magnetic field. 

The Ezekiel Spherical Flying Object is oescrioea like 
"firmament" (1:22) or the WEB version "'a vault glittering like 
a sheet of ice" ana Ezekiel identifies it as "glory" 1:28 arid 
names it "great cloud" (1:4)» Since it is described like 
"firmament" ane "vault", the flying object nas a spherical shape 
(sphere, spheroid or lens) whose edges are calleu "Coins" ("waist") 
Vve shall see that tnis UFO is compared by Ezekiel with two 
artistic objects of tne same form. 

In its base is placed a central opening ’V." (sec Fig 8) since 
the UFO generates a wnirlwind ( I :4) . The airstream.s from the 
atmosphere caused by the UFO engines, enter tire propulsion system 
tnreugh the entry opening in the bottom anti escape through 
openings D circling the rim. If the speeds of the airstreams are 
hypersonic, the aerial mass when entering C and escaping at b will 
be luminous. 

The escaping airstreams, which are luminous, form a belt in a 
snape of a cut cone (b in Fig 3) or a snort cylinoer whose upper 
is the rim ("loins" or "waist") of the spherical object. M>tve 
the luminous belt ane under it is described the shining surface 
(F and L in Fig 3) of the object, as if made of precious stone or 
of metal. In the bottom is a red or white hot glow from the entry 
Opening (Fig 4). It is possible under the entry opening that there 
is a formed luminous mass (fig 5) 

This reconstruction is based mainly Upon verse 1:27 "uno I saw 
as the colour of amber, as the appearance of fire round about 
within it, from the appearance of his loins even upward, and from 
the appearance of his loins even downwards, 1 saw as it were 
appearance of fire, and it had brightness round about" 

hduitional date', we fine in verses 1:2b end 1:4. 

here we fine as elsewhere in the Bible, that tne uioiical text 
contains multiple meanings twofold or more, so that one meaning 
must net exclude the others. The Bibicists explain tikis in that, 
the Bible texts are a compound of several texts some of which are 
now lost and modern versions will be slightly short of ail 
relevant information. In fact one sentence of the present day 
uible is a compound of two or more original sentences ana it 
contains the meaning of all those sentences. in cur case, verse 
1:27 tne text passes from the description of one to another part 
of the object not separating these parts always - the description 
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finishing with the first part containing at the sane time tne end 
of the first r art. The verse 1:27 Degins with the Description of 
tne shiny surface h of tne flying' object unoer tne "loins/ 1 ant 
round the entry opening A ("1 saw as a colour of amber") , then it 
passes to the luminous belt 6 adding at the sar..e tine elements of 
the shining surface E round the entry opening A ("as the 
appearance of fire round about") and ei.u-s with the entry opening 
"A" mixing the "fire" in it with the "fire" on the belt 8 ("fire 
round about within it"). The"fire - - within it" - within the 
shining: surface u, is the glowing: entry opening A (see fig 3) u 
We see that the first part of tne verse 1:27 describes the three 
parts under the,edges of tne flying object: the entry opening A, 
tne shining surface.E under tne luminous belt b, the luminous 
belt, and adds the description of tne shining surface F above the 
luminous belt ("from the appearance of his loins even upvvaros"), 
meanwhile, the "fire" is replaced with "brightness". This is 
clear from verse 1:28 wnere we nave additional data concerning 
the luminous belt - it is not "bright", but luminous: "As the 
appearance of the bow that is in the cloud in the Gay of rain, so 
was tne appearance of the brightness round about". 

This reconstruction is corroborative with v c rse 1:4 which is 
complementary to verse 1:27 7 , "And I looked, a whirlwind came out 
of the north, a great cloud, anu a fire infolding itself, ana a 
brightness was about it, and out of the midst thereof as the 
colour of amber, out of tne midst of the fire". 

.<e see again that one may conclude that in this verse it is 
described as something bright, round ano luminous and all this 
is enfolded in something luminous. Cne coulo make a similar 
conclusion from the WEb version :"I saw a storm wind coming from 
the north, a vast cloud with flashes of fire and. brilliant light 
about it; and within was a radiance like brass, glowing in the 
neart of tne flames". 

- ... i • 

i.eanwhiie the verse 1:27 as discussed above , contains another 
description in tne WEB to that in tne stanuare version of tne 
Bible. The text describes the shining surface from tne rim 
("waist") upwards, and tne luminous mass (escaping airflows) 
from the rim downwards: "1 saw what might have been brass glowing 
like fire in•a furnace from the waist upwards; and from the waist 
oownwards I saw what looked like lire with encircling radiance". 
This Description does not contain the surface beneath the encirc¬ 
ling luminous mass, as if the object is seen viewed unuer a part 
elevation (Fig 6), or as only tne profile of the u,FO (Fig 7), 
vitn the structure of tne object under the luminous mass hidden. 

There is a Description similar in terms (8:2), which we will 
discuss iater, where the luminous mass is referred to again of 
"his loins" only downwarus. Iveanwhile in this case, the entry 
airstreams only are luminous. 

Similarities to tne spherical UFO from the ^zekiel Description 
appear in many modern UFO reports, here is one from brag/>r, near 
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, ijCi'iiucirri on tne i 7tii irebi’Uisr^ i ofo (i o ) wneru a 
ntrnisphericai UFO was seen. Arc-unc its border was a laminated

The Ezekiel UFO also generated a-'whirlwind-: • ’'a-- whirlwind cane 
out of tne north" 1:4 (Nob: "a storm wine"). This oescii, tion is 
in agreement with the assertion ’that tne entry Opening is in the 
bottom of the object: too entry airstreats generate a wnirlwind 
when tae UFO is flying or' hovering low over tne earth. 

here we will mention that tne wore "whirlwind".in ancient 
writings r.as two meanings: a real whirlwind eiu. a symbolic one 
oorivod fron; tne first one- tne symoois in ancient languages came 
oi observing natural phenomena or - phenomena in nature. 


It is interesting to consider tne Ezekiel's torn "cloud" for 
one UFO ane its interpretation: "a great cloud anu fire" (1:4). 
it seems, as always it is subject at re-writers, interpretation to 
original authors. Vo tnis' type of "cloud" is associated lightning, 
as if it is a natural ciouo :• "a vast cloud with flashing of fire" 
(Neb), of course, here we see the hand of the editors of the 
original Ezekiel text: when they have read "cloud" they have added 
lightning ("flashing of fire") since they die not Quite understand 
cnat this is not a natural ciouo; Cn the other nand,, in the 
mythologies of ail peoples the lightning, is again aiw ys and 
especially a product of Cod. :.e emphasize- that here vve pave two 
meanings not excluding one dr the other-:" cloud anu lire" - as if 
tne UFO is a natural clcuu producing lighting, ano "cloud anu fire" 
- the UFO itself producing light effects. inis verse, in modern-' 
ise-o. form, is influence*! by the biblical texts# especially the 
iontateuch. ’- - - -

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The above title may at first glance seert! more than a trifle 
strange. But then so are many things•connected with gUfoiogy in 
its broadest sense, an increasing awareness of which stimulates us 
to explore as many as possible of its many observable ramifications 
This little paper’ endeavours to Qp just that with regard to three 
apparently unrelated but actually intertwined strands uf ufolo¬ 
gical material. The writer offers no hara and fast.; conclusion, ; 
and asks his readers to maintain as dispassionate,an■attitude as 
possible, for data of this kind is difficult enough to 1 properly 
comprehend without it being unhurriedly invested with interpre¬ 
tations that could, if erroneously founded, so easily obscure the 
true meanings behind what is undoubtedly a fascinating facet of 
the great UFO problem. 

Initially, ft.ah's thoughts of space travel were associated with 
our Toon, largely because of its relative closeness. As our 
understanding ol' the difficulties involved and of astronomical 
factors improved, and as our awareness grew (from 1946/7 onwards) 
that ufos existed, it was postulated, quite logically, that ufos 
, were spacecraft and came, therefore, from tne fv;oon or" from else¬ 
where in our Solar System. Very soon after that a sufficiently 
advanced technology couiu, perhaps, travel from solar,systems 
much further afield or even from other galaxies. 

Then, ah observations increased, it was- noted that UFOs 
possessed the capacity to apparently materialize and:demater- 
iafize at will. These processes became known as mat ana cernat . 
and appeared to contravene:all laws of.physics known to [ an. Yet 
they repeatedly happen in large numbers of UFO sightings maue by 
, every calibre of eye-witness experiencing ufo manifestations 
under every kind of environmental condition. Although we still 
do not understand precisely what hap pens when mat and/or demat 
occurs, its actuality, so far as ufo reports are concerned, is 
beyond question. 

The enormous expansion of knowledge about Space, solar and 
planetary bodies, stars, pulsars, quasars, galaxies, ana other 
astronomical conditions over the last few decades has- also led to 
£: questioning of the notion that ufos (whatever they are) couio 
traverse such colossal distances, even using the most advanced 
technology imaginable. In turn, such realizations led to the 
formulation of theories advocating that ufos had sources in other 
space-time-continue, from which they materialized and to wnich 
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they returned (demateriaiized) at will. All kinds ol variations -r. 
on such possibilities have been put forward down tne years, the 
merits or demerits uf each of which need not unauiy concern us 
here. . 

All that tnese varied and often opposing ideas have succeeded 
in attaining is a general state of_ .uncertainty. Of course, many 
will opt for a particular explanation and search for evidence in 
the generai ufo fabric to support it. In this way, many ufo 
study groups, sometimes entertaining diametrically opposed views, 
have come into being over the last three or four decades, the 
sum total of which is that nobody yet.has an acceptable answer to 
the overall uf« problem. 

And then of course, if ufos are multi-originated, or are 
capable of coming from some hypothetical space-time-continuum into 
our own physical universe and of then operating from identifiable 
bases within the latter, the problem of tvhere they hail from, not 
to mention why they are here, is greatly compounded. In view of 
such uncertainties on all sides, we ignore at our peril even 
strange and apparently bizarre statements purporting to identify 
ufo origins. 'Ye -oa not have to necessarily relieve in them, but 
we should at least be aware of them and be prepared to examine 
them, if the accumulating ufo observational data appears to trend 
in their direction. One such statement is discussed’ below. 

The theosophist A.t. Sinnett published a decidely unusual 
tome in the first quarter of this century called “ Super-physical 
Science 11 (Tlieosophical i ress, bheaton, Illinois); and although 
his wide range of super-physics does not allude to ufos, the 
chapter in his book devoted to the Sirian Cosmos contains some 
remarkable statements, that, although derived from extraordinary 
super-sensory sources, certainly merit the attention of ufolo¬ 
gists - in particular those familiar with Truman bethurum’s 
invisible planet “Clarion". One cannot vouch for any-part of 
Sinnett's information - if it be such- having a factual basis; 
neither, however, can one safely dismiss it,as arrant nonsense 
in view of the mat anu demat capabilities of many ufos. 

Briefly, Sinnett* s information is to trie effect that the Sun 
and its planetary.family is itself but a part of a super-family 
of solar systems, or of one gigantic solar system revolving 
round the giant star Sirius. Sirius is about 10 light-years 
distant from us. This Sirian super-system is allegedly isolated 
in space from other super-systems of the the same order' scattered 
across the universe, and is itself composed of up to a hunured 
solar systems like our own - all revolving round the Sirian 
central sun. IYodern astronomy recognises no sucii system. But, 
apparently anticipating this, Sinnett adas that; 

“I am told that of all the TOO solar systems involved in the 
Sirian cosmos, only 25 thereabouts, are at a stage of develop¬ 
ment or growth resembling our own system and thus appealing to 
the physical plane senses". ' 1 
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Sinnett is here bluntly saying tnat approximately 15% of these 
alleged solar-systems are invisible to human perception, and this, 
if true, means tnat invisible worlds are the norm or the rule - at 
least in tne Sirian-system. The significance of mat and demat 
suddenly looms very large under such possibilities. If Sinnett*s 
statement is somehow factually based, then it could very well mean 
that our Solar System is located in the 'midst of, or is quite 
closely surrounded by, a large number of invisible solar systems 
each a part of the aliened great Siriar. super-system.. 

Ail the above must seem very strange to readers hitherto unaware 
of Sinnett* s hook, and certainly the v*riter* s sympathy goes out to 
those whose reaction is instant disbelief, however, it mus-t not 
be overlooked that Sinnett was not writing about ufos at all, wrote 
and uied long before ufos became generally known, ana could have 
known nothing about pulsars and quasars. The mat and uemat capabi¬ 
lities of ufos, ana weird (arid now seldom believed) statements 
about invisible planets, like Bethurum* s "Clarion*', were never 
known to him either; yet, if such tnings nave any substratum of 
truth, their very occi. , "”encc would demand that we postulate the 
notion of some kind of invisible world or series of worlds and, by 
extension, whole universes or space-time continua invisible to 
human eyes. This brings us right up to the realm of elementals, 
angels, goblins, and supernatural beings embedded in the deeper 
recesses of folklore and underlying many of the world's religions. 
Vallee (" Passport to fragenia "). Keel (" Strange Creatures from Space 
and Time "), and Sanderson!" Invisible Residents "), among otners, 
nave investigated the apparent super-natural aspects of ufology and 
their possible connections with demonology, folklore, and many early 
religions, or religious beliefs. At the time that.their books were 
published - ali quite a few years ago now - the majority of ufolo¬ 
gists were unable to accept the results of these comparative 
studies. It was, of course, not tnat the comparative studies were 
fallacious (even thbugi certain^portions of them may have been), 
but that the rejectors had fallen into entrenched schools of 
thought from wnich they could not or were reluctant to extricate 
themselves - all very much as noted in paragraphs four and five 
above. 

None of tne foregoing is rue ant to inuicate that we should sub¬ 
scribe to invisible origins for ufos, but we should at least survey 
every available hypothesis, scrap of possible material, and all 
conceivable parallels since it is not improbable that the eventual 
answer to the overall ufo problem will emerge from a quite unex¬ 
pected direction, When it does, tne shock will be minimal if we 
have previously aqua intea ourselves with the wiuest possible range 
of potential answers. 

In general terms it is likely that few readers will disagree 
with any of tne foregoing remarks, and it really all boils ‘oown to 
Whether a feasible basis can be founc for formulating invisible 
parallel worlos . Certainly there is aoubt that this could be 
achieved even'theoretically, roreever, some method of communication 
(in its broadest sense) would have to naturally exist between such 

















invisiDle worlds end our *wn visible universe to permit visible 
interaction between the two. Sanderson ( op ■ c it. ) s uggested 
that invisible yet traceable vortices existed in various parts 
of the worlu, via which such come,unicat id. or interaction was 
achievable. Earlier, ur C.F. Krafft hau advocated, the existence 
or similar vortices in. direct association with "other", a highly 
attenuated and invisible medium.- existing throughout the Cosmos 
permeating visible and invisible universes alike ( ’’ The Ether arid 
its Vortices 1 *), privately published (box do7, l.Oute 2, Annandale, 
V a., USA) .

foray, born ih.Salt bake- City', Utah,, o,ri August 2feth, io92, 
was the son of John C. and ietronella (Larson) Foray, and was 
of French^and Scottish ancestry, initially, he was educated at 
public schools in,Salt Lake City and later attended the Latter- 
day-Saint' s Business 'College there graduating in cue course as 
an electrical engineer, we 'Obtained his final qualifications 
from, the University of Upsaia in Sweden. i oray held a position 
with the Utah lower and Light Company as electrical engineer and 
designer, and maintained a similar post with tne Ihoenix Con- 
stuction Company, as well as being assistant to the chief engin¬ 
eer attached to the Aarastard Construction and Engineering 
Company. For a time he'held a responsible position with the : 
fountain State Telephone and Telegraph Company, and was an expert 
on communications networks. I)is experience in these fields was 
broadened still further by a stint as a consulting engineer in 
private practice, he authored several articles in professional 
journals ■ devoted to electrical subjects', r-.oray also designed 
the electrical layouts for some of the American 'best's largest 
prewar buildings, and for some of its most important early 
power plants', while, during tne First norld 'bur, he was a First 
Lieutenant in the Electrical Engineers, U.3. Army, boring his 
later years,' ''especially after his retirement from active busi¬ 
ness, T. oray devoted himself almost exclusively to free-lance 
and private research into kadio/Lnergy/Electromagnetics at his 
own laboratory in Salt Lake City. He died in the late.I960’s* 

Foray, therefore was well qualified both professionally arid 
through extensive experience to investigate electrically oriented 
problems tackled by few others, and in due course discovered 
what he called "Radiant Energy". This arose after his studies 
of a group of high frequency vibrations which, he contended, 
pervade the entire Cosmos and move faster than the speed of 
light. Furthermore, he asserted they continually bombard the 
Earth and everything else in the Cosmos ana represent a truly 
fantastic amount of natural energy. Foray felt that this en¬ 
ergy coulu be intercepted by something akin to a radio receiver, 
only in power proportions. 
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After thirty years' reseach f.ioray developed an electrical 
mechanism, complete with circuit, possessing an output capacity 
of around 50 kilowatts, or slightly more than a 67 horsepower 
unit. The size of the complete device which, produced, this energy 
was only about 30 inches long, 16 inches wioe and 16 mcnes high. 
The electrical current flowing in this apparatus is of exceedingly 
high frequency ana constitutes an alternating current which easily 
lights ordinary incandescent light bulbs. Interestingly the 
light produced by these means is waiter and less stabbing to the 
eyes than tne type of light emitted by the same bulbs when re¬ 
ceiving normal house current, and appears to be similar to a 
fluorescent light-tube. The actinic qualities of this light 
are very high, and its effect on photographic film (whicn have 
been exposed to it) is not only great but fast-faster than 
usual, and thus indicative of energy operating at a speed greater 
than that of ordinary light. *hotographers must stop down their 
camera lenses to very low ratios in order to obviate overexposure 
of film wnen using Ivcray's "Radiant Lnergy" ligiit. 

This energy will also heat electric flat-irons anu other comm¬ 
ercial electrical equipment, just as commercial electricity does, 
and seems to go so in much less time than is usually the case 
with the latter. It will not, however, operate commercial motors 
wound to function through receipt of conventional electric 
currents. Such motors nave to oe wound specially to function 
with fboray's type of current, but when they are so adjusteo they 
develop incredible speeds, some as high as 36,000 revolutions per 
minute. Amazingly, these’motors are saiu to run perfectly cool 
even at these velocities, and to glow in dark conditions with a 
rich violet halo or aura. 

Early in his studies, F. oray used an.antenna anu ground conne¬ 
ctions in the operating of his system. Latterly he discontinued 
the use of these. It is important to note that when he did use 
antennae these were always placed at right-angles to any known 
power line of conventional type, never parallel to it, it being 
thereby virtually certain that the antennae would absorb little 
energy emitted by any powerline so placed. Such precautions 
pre-empted the criticisms inevitably levelled at foray ana nis 
apparatus by sceptics, of which there were several. In company 
with believers, many of them saw foray's device actually function¬ 
ing and like the believers, cculu never determine how it operated 
even though some actually said that they thought it must have been 
a fake. 

Moray's apparatus contained electronic valves or vacuum tunes, 
like radio tubes only much larger, anu a bar of silver and a bar 
of copper of certain sizes anu distance apart. The valves or 
tubes were- not of conventional pattern a no conformed to foray's 
own special design. In electrical parlance they were "'cold tubes" 
so far as tueir apparent function went, altr.ougii moous operandi 
of tne function itself remained forayVs secret and died with him. 
Nor was the purpose of tne silver and copper oars ever divulged. 
Indeed, no one ever foun.u out how foray's apparatus actually 
worked, although it was tested several times. 
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The lcn 0 es't recore ol its continuous ^.erlcrmance was something 
over 74 hours,' while a specihl' endurance test, operated unuer 
standard k. h. Beals l'or a. total of; 157 hours to minutes, revealed 
al ter that time no serious weaknesses either in its ■ performance' 
or its components. 

particularly interesting aspect of l Cray's -evice concerned 
the harmonics it set up when it became csciliotory, by which is 
meant that when tire apparatus Operated faster and faster until 
inertia asserted itself the time of final recovery was lengthened 
out by.carrying the recoil beyono tne natural oscillatory pattern 
an- thus prolonged the generated vibrations u% oscillations. The 
harmonics derive- from these conditions. Now a few years ago the 
Mew aealand aeronautical pilot hruce Cathie published two bocks j 

calico, " harmonic do " anu " Harmonic 095 ", which attempted to relate 
ufo activity to an intricate t rid pattern wnich, ire claimed, was 
being established arouno the world for unknown purposes, ana which 
was somehow connected, with the 'garth’s magnetic 'fid-. 

;.t the intersections oi' this ^rio pattern lay some remarkable 
natural features, such as the -Arizona Crater, the Chubb crater in 1 
Quebec, an*- the <olf .Creek erater in western i.ustraiia. This 
griu pattern was, Cathie insisted, ueing stt-Up by Ul\,s, was very 
precise, ' enu conformed to 'certain • raatheiraticl harmonics, hence 
the titles of ftis books,'which latter, incidentally, have already 
been rather ignored by tne ufo fraternity in general. 

The electro-magnetic effects frequently attributed t- ufos may 
well be ascribed to the utilization by them of natural electr-- 
ivagnetic force fields here on earth, .although- there is evidence 
that they may generate their own electro-i. a v no tic fields at will 
ano iri-iviuu&ily as a result of their still unknown so-us operan-i. 
Certainly one of : the effects- observed.' in connection with some ufos 
is their serai-transparency, a therou 0 nly mystifyin<v trait. >.nd 
transparency 'was an effect "created ;by f oray's apparatusinis 
occureo when photographs taaeri some eestance from -the ii-hted uulbs 
showce thesis on tne -cyoiopca film as a circular; ring.. hie ’ring 
looked like a shadow in min-air, yet, appeared, te possess - ■ 

considerable transparency. Mot. for one moment e-es one argue that 
such .photographic resuits aim the anility ol some ufos to appear 
transparent are actually -ue to the same cause, but one -oes bear 
in min- the possibility thatdoth effects derive from the same 
basic force field. 

These few notes may be the tip of an iceberg, while, again,- they 
ogy not. But it behoves us to at least be aware of these possible 
connections, an- to investigate further what may actually constitute 
a very"real out hitherto largely unknown dimension ol ;tne ufo prc-lem. 
It would, /aoreover, be interesting: to discover more about Thomas 
henry f oray anu nis "La-iant energy" machine or device, . genuine or 
otherwise. Certainly his views, as expressed in an article no 
produced for the magazine " t on-alum " (.; ay, 1U55), icormano more than 
passing notice, he wrote: 
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"The earth is a huge generator producing 200 million ao^eros 
of electrical current... Nicola Tesla said ’ere many 
generations pass our machinery will be driven by power 
obtainable at any point in the universe...’ 

i Kauiant energy, as trie term is useu here, is the energy 
which exists m space. surrounding the earth out not limited 
tiiere to, ana which has or may have had its source in the 
natural processes anu movements of the eartn, in the earth 
itself, anu in its atmosphere and component parts or element 
in celestial bodies. This is the same source of energy"'tapp 
by an electrical generator in one’s automobile, motor boat, 
or the flightiest electrical power plant in trie vrcrlci. In 
other worus, one .method employs a mechanical prime never 
to oppose magnetic lines of electrical force. The foray 
method employs an electrical oscillatory, method to oppose 
oscillatory lines ol force. 

The energy receiver* is ail the same, electro-magnetic. 

This is not a new force only a different way of tapping an 
existing one. 

... Whatever the quantity of electricity in tab universe, 
there Will be no kinetic energy delivered if there is not 
disturbance of equilibrium - that is to say, a change of 
potential or electrical level. 

It is a mere question of time when men will succeed in 
attaching their machinery to the very wheel of work of 
Nature..." 

So, if electro-magnetic energy, no matter whether tappeu uy 
the r. or ay method or not, produces effects (as in the operating 
Moray device) apparently identical with or very similar to those 
sometimes prouuceo by ufos, are we not justified in wondering 
if ufos utilize the same energy, in conclusion vve .may also 
recall the many eye witness accounts of ufos which ^escribe 
ufo light rs "excessively pure", "very beautiful", "fluorescent", 
"necn-like", "unlike ordinary light", etc. /»ny of these 
descriptions would have applied aptly to the type of - light 
generated by l oray’s electro-magnetic apparatus. .that, then, 
hau i or ay stumbled onto? * reliable v,e shall never know, aithoug.. 
the meagre information we now’ possess about foray’s results 
certainly suggest interesting possibilities.' ’ 

Unquestionably, f oray was a man vvcii ahead of his time, a 
topic upon which he also possessed interesting views, as tne 
following extract from his " pendulum " article mentioned above 
discloses.

The mystery of the origin of living species has fascinated man 
kind for centuries. Until oarwin's Tiieory of ^volution emerged, 
the only,explanation of origins was that contained in the Bible

War Games aria ’world Games

The nations of the earth currently number approximately i4G 
i.e. tnose that are independant, issue their own currency ano 
stamps, anu belong to the united Nations. 

A war could conceivably take place between any two of these 
nations - or three or more - but let us consider only the first 
possibility, which could result in 140 combinations of 2 being 
9,730 wars’. Of these vast numbers of potential wars, only about 
6 or so are currently raging - Iran versus Iraq, kussia versus 
Afghanistan, Ethiopia versus ..rxtrea ana no ooubt a few uncharted 
wars in darkest Ainca. Civil wars exist in a similar number of 
nations such as Ei Salvador, Nicaragua, Lebanon. 

Analysis of recent \ ars indicate that hostilities take place 
in the main, between neighbouring countries, i.e. those with 
cotnrr.cn borders and less occasionally between non-neighbouring 
countries such as britain anu Argentina. ?ost nations have 
between 0 and 6 neigwoours (0 for islands, 6 for inland places 
like Austria). Without recourse to a computer, let us assume 
the average number of neigwoours for any one nation is 2. This 
reduces trie most likely number of wars from 9,730 uown to a mere 
280 not allowing for duplication. (The iuea of a war between 
Switzerland and Cnad or Cyprus anu Indonesia would seem to be 
somewhat ridiculous in arty case), me must howeVer consider 
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nations /which are i.ut 'nei&iibouriiitf* because of their air and 
iicuvai capabilities . inus^ c*ie • U oi* couiu. ^ a ■ o g u c c » ot v* Ci \ Ci 1 v> i l i»/ ^ 
Shu to ti.at nation we can acsd tne USSR with equ<U capability-, 
i-ossibly b otner nations nave tne capability of’ ihdepenaent 
action outside tncir hoiise territory - Britain was just aoie to 
reach tne Faikiantis - and we., .will make an, estifnutc'that eccn one 
of tnese nations coulu manage 70 wars or a total of 420 wars. 

Tne overall total oi wars with a more than negligible 1 cnance 
of starting is thus 280 + 2 7b h 4<2.o = 97b or arounc 10/ oi the 
original total of 6730. 

Let os now extend our model, as oest as we can to wc-rlus 
rather than wars . It might just be conceivable that 140 inhab¬ 
ited planets exist somewhere in one universe, instead of "wars" 
substitute "attempts to. cot unicate" with.other planets. Again 
there is tne overall prospect of 140 planets trying to hie. Re cent 
contact or 9730 contacting pcssibilics. it is almost certain 
that 14-0 planets wo aid be m various stages of evolution, sore 
carrying basic life forms only, while others have civilisations 
capable of leaving their planets in sophisticated space vehicles. 
Our cdel allows for 2 super-space powers and 6 developed powers 
just capable of entering Space or signalling by rauio transmitter. 
Clearly our Earth is one of tne second'category. - - . 

Just as witn the wars, much will depend on how planets are 
situated - the near neighbours being best able to communicate, 
but most of these will be unable to initiate any form of commu¬ 
nication, with any of eight (2+0) developed planets, or reply to 
signals sent. If this is not entirely clear 1 , consider the Lartn 
attempting to signal to its two nearest neignbours wherever - ti.ay 
may be. Given the stated figures in the model, a reply could ae 
expected from 7 (2+3) pic.nets if these were "neighbours", out no 
reply from any of tne 132 others. Tire odds of 'a reply coming 
through would ue 7/136 or about 5/ for eacn planet or 10/ fortwo 
1 equa-distant "neignbours". At the present time no replies have 
been received to 'transmitted signals so either the "neighbours" 
cannot signal back or tne signal cannot penetrate the vast dis¬ 
tance involved until technology improves. 

The best hope of space 1 contact is for one of tne suggested 2 
super space powers to be close enough for. their advanced signals 
to reach Earth and be capable of ueing interpreted, or even the 
ultimate accolade that they may visit us directly in their UFCs. 
Unfortunately a "star iicrs" situation might exist out there with 
tne super-planets battling a sophisticated Space' war whilst 
exploration is forgotten, akin to the Aiimrica-kussia arms race, 
perhaps they came to -Earth in the past, but are no longer invol¬ 
ved here witn a further 138 planets to visit*. . 

The model indicates that chances of a contact mhy be slim, 
but time holds the best possibiiies. Earth developed from a 
non-communicating planet to one witn modest space travel potent¬ 
ial in only 100 years - another planet within, our communicating 
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range could just be on the verge of developing radio, and that 
elusive message from space might be coming soon'.

April 24th 1964. Socorro,New Ivexico 5.45 p.m. 

This case involved a police officer, Lonnie Lamora, in a state 
patrol car No. 2. Pie was involved in chasing a speeding car. 

At a point in Old Rodeo Street, he board a roar ana saw flames 
in the sky, and his first thought was a local dynamite store nau 
blown up. 

The flames slowly descended. They were bluish and sometimes 
orange. The officer had now forgotten about the car and was 
concentrating on the flames, and he noticed tuey were ratner 
conical in shape. 

The noise was a roar not a blast, ciiang'ing from high frequency 
to low frequency and was coming from benine a hill. The officer 
was trying to get his car up the loose gravel track and on the 
third time he maoe it. he then drove the car along the top west¬ 
wards, still not looking for any object, but for the shack, which 
he knew contained dynamite. 

It was whilst looking for this shack, tnat lie noticed a shiny 
object to the south, about 200 yards away. He stopped the car ana 
at first thougPit it was an overturned car, however, he then 
noticed two people in white overalls next to the object, and one 
turned towards the car and watched it. Lamora moved Piis patrol 
car towards the craft, ana noticed it was egg shaped, like 

aluminium, but net snihin^, like carome, uhitisi. against the green 
background. 
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Zamora still didn't think of spacecraft, as he thought there had 
-A.cn• some kino of accioent, so ho radioed the sheriff, that he 
was dealing with an accioent. He then got out of the car ano 
started down towards the object. About 100 feet from the craft, 
he heard a roar not unlike a jet and saw flames unuer the object. 
The craft then started to rise, going straight up slowly,-the 
fiair.e was light blue, Do ing orange at the bottom. The craft had 
insignia about 2 y 2 feet in height on the side ci it. < . 

On a later examination of the site by the Sheriff and USiJF 
officials, clumps of grass were found burnt and marks from some 
kind of legs were found. Samples were then taken away and tested 
for chemicals and foreign matter. Radioactivity tests were car¬ 
ried out, but all tests were negative. 

Mo unidentified objects were noteu on radar at the time, how¬ 
ever because of the terrain where- tne craft was seen, too object 
would have been difficult to track down oil .radar. Although 
there Was only one witness, he was considered -by the American 
Air Force and the Sheriffs office as very reliable and almost 
certainly telling tne truth.

This report is perhaps the oest of the classical cases and it 
has never been disproves in any way and 1 personally have had 
one Opportunity to interview the major witness, the kev, Wiliam 
B. ->Jill. 

Several UFO's had been reported around the Anglican mission 
at Boianai, one or two by tne Rev. Gill. 

The Reverend had just had his dinner ano gone outsiae for some 
fresh air. There is a lawn ano trees, then a* drop of nooat 40- 
50ft to a beach, lie was looking at the sky, when he saw what he 
called a sparkling object, wnich was ucscending towards them. 

The object was shining with a bright light, lxse a tilley 
lamp, ano .tne craft kept shimmering, bright one minute and fading 
slightly the next, as if it was receding every now ano again. 
Eventually it came quite close, the witness reckoned about 300- 
400 feet in height, although it was a job to estimate its height 
in darkness. Several tried to estimate its size, perhaps the 
best guide was the one who put nis hand, out closed in a fist and 
it covered half the object. 

There were many witnesses, perhaps all the members of the 
mission saw the craft. They said it was circular, with a wide 
base and a smaller upper deck or platform, with a type of legs 
underneath. Alien the object had been quite a distance away it 
was a brilliant white. However closer, it was dull yellowish 
orange. Tne craft was cert inly solid and not gaseous in any¬ 
way, ano as the Rev. Gill saia, typical of what is made to carry 
man. It had a blue light which shone upwards at an angle of 45 





degrees. The object had four portholes or windows, or perhaps 
even panels in its side, anu they seemed to glow a little more 
than the rest. 

Four humanoid figures appeared *n the top deck first two, 
then another two. They appeared at times to he involved in human 
activity. The blue shaft of lignt, emanated frot; what appeared 
to be the centre of tne deck, and the figures seemed to be illu¬ 
minated by this ana they were enveloped by a glow, which also 
surrounoeu the craft. 

The witnesses ccule not tell if tne figures were wearing space 
suits, and their skin colour was thought to be pale. They seemed 
to be normal humanoids, with tight fitting garments. The smaller 
objects seen, were rather erratic, changing direction all the 
time arid swinging from side to side. The large object, everyone 
thought was going to land, but it didn't and suddenly swooped 
upwards and over the mountains at a great speed, turning red as 
it disappeared. It then decided to return and neve reel west of 
the mission anu finally departing at S.30 p.m., suddenly shooting 
off at immense speed, changing from; reu to blue and then tc green, 
Incidently no sounu was heard at all.

This attractive volume contains a useful introoaction to most 
tyj.es ol‘ paranormal phenomena, although it is rattier sketchy in 
some areas, such as UFOs, and reincarnation, bith illustrations 
on most j.ages, ooviously it is tne autnor’s intentions merely to 
set out the detail of each experience rather than to elaborate 
too technically. 

The sections on ^xtra Sensory Perception ESP, are covered 
rather better. eSr is found to be expressed micro readily in 
extravert subjects rather than introverts; uncer the influence of 
drugs; or in a relaxed environment etc., Differences between sexes 
are shown to be fairly com; lex. f. ethuds of conducting _Sr tests 
are described and results set out. The likelihood of results 
occurring due to pure chance are also tabulated, any reader 
wishing to carry cut tests should be able to go so from the in¬ 
formation supplied. 

As far as this reviewer is aware, there is a section on every 
known form of psychic phenomena, .ill the well known case hist¬ 
ories are referred to with excellent illustrations but tne reader 
is likely to learn most from tne modern metheus of experimentation 
which develop sane interesting conclusions without bias. The 
authors’ style is impeccably objective as one would hope from top 
scientists in this field. 

The book is certainly worth purchasing as a quick reference work.
